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REASON : The board has determined it is reasonably necessary to amend this rule 
and increase fees as proposed to avoid a projected budget shortfall of $51 ,21 1 by 
June 2008. The board last raised licensure and renewal fees in early 1993. 

Licensees renew annually on September 1 , and renewal fees are the largest 
single source of board revenue. The board is statutorily obligated to maintain fees 
that are commensurate with associated costs. Although the number of licensees 
has increased slightly resulting in increased revenue, the small increase has not 
kept pace with rising expenses. The board will continue to be fiscally responsible 
and review the need for periodic small fee increases in order to avoid infrequent but 
large fee increases in the future. With the proposed fee increase, the board projects 
that it will be able to meet its foreseeable expenses until 2014. The proposed fee 
increases will affect approximately 1 ,596 licensees and applicants and result in an 
estimated annual revenue increase of $1 1 8,020. 

It is reasonably necessary to discontinue prorating initial license fees. 
Prorating the initial license fee cost the board $4,594 in revenue last year and is no 
longer affordable. The board is amending the implementation cites to accurately 
reflect all statutes implemented through the rule.

1 . On December 21 , 2006, the Department of Commerce published MAR 
Notice No. 8-94-54 pertaining to the public hearing on the proposed adoption of the 
above-stated rule at page 2999 of the 2006 Montana Administrative Register, Issue 
Number 24. 

2. The department has adopted New Rule I (8.94.3723) as proposed. 

3. The department has thoroughly considered the comments and testimony 
received. A summary of the comments received and the department's responses 
are as follows: 

COMMENT #1 : Three comments supporting transferring short-term residential 
facilities from the Housing and Neighborhood Revitalization category to the Public 
Facilities category were received. The comments pointed out that short-term 
residential facilities such as youth care shelters provide temporary shelter and highly 
structured social services to citizens, and as such, make these facilities a difficult fit 
for the CDBG housing category. One commenter also noted that similar projects, 
such as homeless shelters and group homes, have been included in the Public 
Facilities category in the past, and that making short-term residential facilities eligible 
in the Public Facilities category would allow local governments to be more 
responsive to the needs of many local residents. 

RESPONSE : The department agrees, and has changed the application language to 
read, "Projects designed to provide temporary, short-term, or transitional housing 
facilities to be owned or operated by local governments or private, nonprofit 
corporations also fall under the category of public facilities. Examples of this type of 
housing are emergency shelters, shelters from domestic violence, youth shelters, 
and shelters for the mentally ill, among others." 

COMMENT #2 : Four comments requested permitting partially funded projects to 
compete in the next sequential cycle for the balance of the funds originally 
requested, while suspending the requirement to draw down 75% of the initial award 
before reapplying. 

RESPONSE : The department agrees. In the face of serious need and rising project 
costs, communities face major difficulties obtaining funding for a complete project. A 
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partial CDBG award can compound this issue as fewer sources are available to 
make up funding shortfalls. The application language has been amended to read, 
"The following guidelines apply: 

(a) The total funds awarded cannot exceed the original full grant request. 

(b) If successful, funding for the project will then come from two successive 
CDBG fiscal years, and the applicant will not be required to draw any of the funds 
originally awarded for that project before the subsequent application. 

(c) If the applicant is unsuccessful, the partially funded grant recipient will 
have to meet the standard project start-up requirements and proceed with the 
project within six months of the date of the announcement of grant awards for the 
FFY 2008 CDBG public facilities grant competition." 

COMMENT #3 : A comment was made concerning the language in the CDBG 
Economic Development application guidelines stating "preference for funding will be 
given to those applications submitted by Certified Regional Development 
Corporations (CRDCs) that include a supporting resolution." There are areas that 
are not covered by CRDCs, and as such, they should be able to submit supporting 
documentation from economic development groups active in the area, and receive 
the same preference as those submitting CRDC resolutions. 

RESPONSE : The Montana Department of Commerce created the CRDC program 
to encourage regional planning efforts, to avoid duplication of application efforts, and 
to improve communication between local development organizations, local 
governments, and private businesses. There are only two counties in the State of 
Montana that are not covered by CRDCs. All applications from local governments 
for CDBG Economic Development funding will be accepted and considered for 
award, yet in an instance where two complete applications of equal merit are 
considered at the same time, the one showing support for regional planning with a 
CRDC resolution, or its equivalent, may receive priority for funding. The guidelines 
go on to say that if an application does not include the resolution, an explanation 
why one is not included must be submitted. The department decided to leave the 
language as is in the application guidelines. 

COMMENT #4 : A comment was made concerning the same language requiring a 
CRDC resolution of support, regarding the necessity of having a resolution of 
support for public facility and housing applications. It was felt that infrastructure 
projects and housing proposals were only a concern to the local public entity, and a 
CRDC would not be part of that decision making process. 

RESPONSE : The application guidelines for public facilities and housing projects 
only encourage, not require, a resolution of support from a CRDC. The intent of 
showing CRDC support for a proposal is to ensure that the local government and 
interested parties are communicating with their CRDC regarding local and regional 
planning efforts.

1 . On December 21 , 2006, the department published MAR Notice No. 42-2- 
771 regarding the proposed adoption, amendment, and repeal of the above-stated 
rules at page 3051 of the 2006 Montana Administrative Register, issue no. 24. 

2. A public hearing was held on January 17, 2007, to consider the proposed 
adoption, amendment, and repeal. Written comments were received and are 
summarized as follows along with the response of the department: 

COMMENT NO. 1 : Mary Ann Phipps, CHMS, P.C., Glendive, Montana and 
Jane Egan, Executive Director, Montana Society of Certified Public Accountants, 
suggested that the rules be rewritten so the taxpayer does not have to complete a 
separate form to request the waiver of penalty. The waiver should be automatic so 
the form is not necessary. 

Ms. Phipps suggested a statement on the notice that states, "If tax and 
interest due are not paid within 30 days, the Department will assess penalties from 
the original due date." Or, a box could simply be added to the amended return to be 
marked by the taxpayer requesting the waiver be considered. 

RESPONSE NO. 1 : In order to ensure that each taxpayer is treated fairly, the 
department must require a waiver request from individuals seeking a waiver of the 
late payment because the process for handling these requests is a manual review 
process. If the taxpayer did not affirmatively seek the request it is possible that 
some of these would be missed. Due to this requirement the department cannot 
automatically waive the penalty. 

The department does agree that the waiver process should be as taxpayer 
friendly and administrative feasible as possible. As suggested this may include a 
statement on the first statement of account (SOA) notifying the taxpayer of the 
availability of the waiver followed by a box that can be marked to request the waiver. 
The same potential holds true for amended returns. 

The department does not anticipate using a separate form for the SOAs but 
may be required to do so for amended returns until the 2007 tax returns are 
completed and programming is in place. 
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COMMENT NO. 2 : Ms. Phipps and Ms. Egan stated they believe the 
definition of "habitual" once in a 3-year period seems harsh. 

RESPONSE NO. 2 : The department has reviewed the habitually definition 
along with several other definitions in the rule notice. The department has 
determined that the definition of "habitually", "purposely failing to file a return or pay 
the tax by the due date", and "voluntary" are not used in chapter 3; therefore, these 
definitions will be removed from the chapter. These definitions may be required at a 
later date and will be incorporated if necessary at that time. 

COMMENT NO. 3 : Jane Egan suggested the rule address the extension of 
the 30 days when the taxpayer has a reasonable cause to object to all or part of the 
additional tax assessed. In some cases, the statement of account (SOA) may be 
reduced or eliminated after correspondence with the department which may take 
longer than the 30 days. 

RESPONSE NO. 3 : The department appreciates the comment and request 
to expand the waiver of the late payment penalty but cannot agree to change the 
rule to reflect an extension of the waiver period beyond the 30 days when the SOA is 
being resolved. This type of language could be expanded beyond the intent of the 
rule and applied to all appeals, including those before the Office of Dispute 
Resolution, State Tax Appeal Board, District Court, and Supreme Court. This would 
include frivolous appeals where the department has very little in the way of 
enforcement tools. 

COMMENT NO. 4 : Ms. Phipps and Ms. Egan suggested the department 
include a waiver of penalty on extensions as well as amended returns in these rules. 

RESPONSE NO. 4 : New rule I (42.3.1 1 5) only applies to the waiver of the 
late payment penalty. Since extensions are only allowed for the filing of returns not 
extension for payment there shouldn't be a need for the waiver of the late payment 
penalty.
